‘There is just a possibility, accord- 
ing to adviceg received from Ottawa, 
that the provincial government may 
be asked to take up a new housing 
scheme in- co-operation with the fed- 
era] authorities. It has been sug- 
gested that such a scheme, on a 
dominion wide basis; may be adopted 
as part of the national reconstruction 
policy, on lines similar to those pro- 
posed in Great Britain. It_action of 
this kind materializes, it “ts likely 
that both the Alberta government 
and the cities of Edmonton and Cal- 
gary will be asked to interest them- 
selves in the plan, under general 
direction from Ottawa. 

A new building campaign of larger 
proportions than has been known at 
any time since the boom days will 
follow the adoption of this housing 
scheme, and the Alberta lumber and 
carpentering trades are already look- 
ing for a busy year. 

MORE TO BE CUT THIS WINTER 

Whether the scheme is taken up 
by the federal and provincial gov- 
ernments or not, the lumber indus- 
try in and around Edmonton is pract- 
ically sure of a wave of prosperity, 
and business arrangements are now 
being made on that assumption. The 
milling companies will make larger 
cutg in the woods this winter than 
for several years past, and there is 
a fair likelihood of prices advancing. 
A atiffening-up tendency is already 
showing itself in the home market, 
with general increases in the demand 
for lumber from the prairie points.

LABOR SUPPLY EASIER. 

There is an improvment in the 
labor situation, it is reported. by the 
lumber manufacturers. More men 
are now available for work in the 
camps, and wages have dropped 
somewhat, the rate for bushmen now 
being $60 per month. It ig expected 
that the labor supply will be consid- 
erably steadier as a result of the 
ending of the war, and there will be 
some busy cutting in the woods 
north of Edmonton all through the 
coming winter. ~ 

REVIVAL OF BUILDING. 

The chief market for Alberta 
spruce next year will be the prairies 
and the United States. The moun- 
tain mills in British Columbia are 
planning on a reduced output, it is 
stated, and the coast mills will be 
busy, if plans work out as expected, 
on reconstruction orders from Eng- 
land. A phase of the situation of 
considerable importance, however, is 
the fact that some of the coast mills 
are now beginning to unload upon 
the prairies their surplus stock left 
over from the cutting of ship tim- 
bers, and in some cases the prices 
are being cut away down. 

Prospects for the local industry 
are said to be now of the best. Or- 
ders and inquiries from retail deal- 
ers are beginning to come in on a 
much larger basis than for some 
time past, and the inference is that 
more building is in view for the com- 
ing year. The way it looks to the 
operators and dealers is that there 
will be a genuine revival of large 
and small building throughout the 
three provinces, with a consequent 
demand for lumber. Even if the 
prairie market does not prove as live- 
ly as expected, the northern mills 
will still have a reconstruction mar- 
ket in the United Stateg to fall back 
upon.

Toronto, Nov. 25.—The Telegram 
has the following special cablegram 
from London: 

“Canada’s troops are preparing for 
their triumphal entry into Germany. 
Ievery battalion and unit to partici- 
pete will merch with lying colors 
and bands playing. Consequently 
there has been a general reclaiming 
of all regimental colors which were 
left in various churches and cathe. 
drals in the British Isles since the 
beginning of the war, when various 
battalions committed their sacred 
regimental flags amid solemn cere- 
mony to thesafekeepingof the church 
until they came back from the war. 

“Westminster Abbey, St. Paul’s 
Canterbury Cathedral, St. Giles’ Cath- 
edral, Edinburgh, and many churches 
contain the regimental colors of the 
Canadian units. St. Anne’s, in Bel- 
fast, for instance, keeps safe the 
colors of the 208th Irish Vanadians. 
The Princess Patricia’s are an excep- 
tion. The regimental flag, worked 
by Princess Patricia, never leaves 
the quarters of the colonel, whether 
it be in billets or the front line.

REACHED IN HUN 
INTERNAL STATE 


OPPOSITION TO SOLDIERS’ AND 
WORKMEN'S COUNCIL GROWS 
OUTSIDE OF BERLIN.

London, Nov.. 25.—The latest re- 
ports received in London from Ger- 
many {indicate that the internal sit- 
uation there hag reached a critical 
stage. Although a proclamation has 
been issued declaring that all politi- 
cal power is in the hands of the Ger- 
man socialist republic and the sold- 
fers’ and workmen's council, opposi- 
tion to such a government is grow- 
ing outside of Berlin. 

A greater part of south Germany, 
including Wurttemburg, Baden and 
Bavaria, has declared it will not sub- 
mit to “the terrorism of the dicta- 
tors in Berlin who have replaced the 
kaiser and militarism.” An _  inde- 
pendent republic also has been 
formed in north-western Germany, 
with Hamburg as the capital. Even 
in Prussia, according to the reports, 
feeling against the Berlin soldiers’ 
and workmen's council {is gaining 
ground. 

The Neueste Nachrichten of Mun- 
ich maintains that if the present 
establish the principles of a feder- 
ated democracy and are unwilling 
that the authority in the empire 
shall be given to Germans appointed 
by a national assembly, the rest of 
the empire should detach itself from 
Berlin and form a new independent 
government, “in some place beyond 
the reach of arbitrary action of the 
minority inclined to terrorism.”

PR, ALBERT BANDITS 
CAPTURED WITHOUT 
EVEN A STRUGGLE 


TAKEN TO JAIL, AND ARE NOW 
SAFELY “LODGED “BEHIND 
THE BARS IN PRINCE 
- ALBERT. 


Prince Albert, Sask., Nov. 24.—Vic- 
tor Carmel and Jean Baptiste Ger- 
majn, the bandits who murdered Jas. 
McKay: and Corporal Horsley, were 
captured at 10.30 o’clock this morn- 
ing in a straw stack at the farm of 
Charles W. Young, on the bank of 
the North Saskatchewan river, six 
miles east of Prince . Albert. They 
were'in a state almost bordering up- 
on coliapse from hunger and exprs- 
ure and were taken ‘without a strug- 
gle. The stack .was surrounded by 
Police and citizens, and a demand 
was madevupon them to come out 
aud put up their hands, otherwise 
the stack would be fired into, The 
men crawled out of a hole which they 
had burrowed into the pile and were 
immediately handcuffed. __ They car- 
ried small revolvers, having thrown 
away their rifles earlier in the day 
when they were fired at by police in 
the bush on the farm of R. T. Good- 
fellow. They were brought to the 
jail amb are now safely behind the 
bars. 


OFFICERS AND CITIZENS. 


By 10 o’clock a considerable crowd 
of officerg and citizens who had been 
out on the chase from the first time 
the call had gone forth that the ban- 
dits were in the neighborhood had 
gathered. It had first been consid- 
ered whether or not the stack should 
be fired at, though there was no defi- 
nite indication of the bandits’ pres- 
ence, as they had burrowed a hole 
in the stack about half way up and 
had covered the opening up so that 
there was little appearance of dis- 
turbance in the straw. 


END OF THE MAN HUNT. 


Superintendent Mahoney of the 
Provincial police, who came _ here 
yesterday from Regina, and Charles 
McDonald, M.L.A. of thig city, called 
out for the bandits to come out. They 
had already fired three or four shots 
into the air as a warning. The two 
men crawled out of the straw and the 
great man hunt was at an end. They 
admitted that they had dropped their 
rifles when they had been fired at by 
police officers the night previous. 
They were taken over the ground in 
an effort to discover the rifles. They 
were unable to do so, but later the 
weapons were found. There was a 
Mauser and a Winchester magazine 
rifle, fully loaded. The weapons were 
rolled up in blankets and there was 
a grain sack containing a large num- 
ber of cartridges. Thereewere also 
several pairs of boots and slippers. 
It was apparent that the men knew 
they were nearing a city and had 
taken this method of concealing the 
weapons. 

The bandits have maintained strict 
silence since their arrest. They will 
be charged with the murder of James 
McKay and Charles Horvey.

KILLING BRITISH 
WAR PRISONERS

The Daily Mail Overseas edition of 
Oct. 26th, had some columns of the 
awful treatment by Hun torturers of 
British prisoners. The following are 
a few extracts: : 

PRISONERS’ FOOD STOLEN 
In addition to von Hanisch, the 
German general who is stated in Ger- 
many~to have been relieved of his 
command: of the 10th German Army 
Corps area. where his brutal treat- 
ment of our prisonerg was notorious, ' 
the name of another Hun bully is re- 
vealed by. two repatriated British | 
officers, who state: 

“Major von Goertz, is another Hun 
of the same type as von Hanisch. 
He was in charge of the prisoners-of 
war camp at Magdeburg, where he 
consistently made _ British officers’ 
lives a burden to them, and apparent- 
ly encouraged the theft of their food 
supplics. Von Goertz is a Hun bully 
of the worst type. 

Another is Lieut. Mort, of Villin- 
gen prison camp. He is described 
by most of the officers there as one 
of the worst Germang they have ever 
met. 

Bad as the treatment of the officers 
has been, it has been far exceeded by 
the treatment by Hun gaolers of 
British privates. People who talk 
about German junker ciefgs and Ho- 
henzollerns being solely responsible 
for Hun brutalities should know that 
the cruelties have been inflicted for 
the most part by German non-com- 
missioned officers and soldiers, who 
have shown in many cases unveiled 
joy at the suffering of their victims. 

The awful treatment of British 
prisoners is not to be laid at the 
door of the Prussian aristocrat alone. 
The Hun working men are the most 
spiteful gaolers, and must not escape 
blame because of their lower rank.” 

CAMP HORRORS. 

General Page Croft states that he 
has sworn evidence of many cases of 
extreme cruelty to British prisoners 
of war in Germany. 

At Sennelager Camp 2 privates of 
the Bedfordshire regiment, for de- 
clining to leave off talking while at 
work, were shot on the spot. 

A corporal of the Lancs’ Regt., 
swore that at Stendall camp he saw 
250 British privates brought in from 
work just behind the firing line. 
They were in a filthy condition, full 
of vermin, and so emaciated that had 
it not been for their tattered khaki 
he would not have recognised them 
as British soldiers. He saw them 
foraging about the camp in search of 
empt food tins, which they licked 
from sheer hunger. In three days 
90 of them died from dysentry. 

The bodies were placed naked in 
the rudest of coffins, the seams of 
which after a few hours presented an 
appearance of snow caused by lice 
from the bodies. Blood caused by 
the post-mortem examination was 
also dripping from the coffins. A 
prisoner of the Coldstream Guards 
was chased by a guard with a fixed 
bayonet. He escaped into one of the 
holes in the ground of the camp in 
which the prisoners were forced to 
live. He was taken out, stripped to 
the waist and beaten with wooden 
posts by some sergeant-majors, and 
died as a result. 

A man who tried to escape four 
times was punished each time, on the 
last occasion being forced to work 
on the top of a kiln over a_ blazing 
furnace. He was then = stripped 
naked and driven out in the snow.

SYSTHM OF TRENCHES. 


Further reconnoitering in the vicin- 
ity disclosed a most startling con- 
dition of affairs. Sergeant Kistruck 
found an elaborate system of trench- 
es which had evidently been  con- 
structed for the purpose of human 
defence and resembled what might 
be found on a modern battlefield. 
There was a number of dug-outs 
which are believed to command strat- 
egic points in the locality, and it is 
from one of these that Mr. McKay 
was shot.

Investigation in the neighborhood 
disclosed that the people of Steep 
Creek have been living in terror of 
three men, one of whom is alleged to 
be “Doctor” Jervais, who came to the 
district some time ago and with 
whom the two men who are alleged 
to have committed the crime lived. 
It is said, however, that the doctor 
was absent at the time and that the 
shooting was done by the other two.

sist arrest and that there will be 
further bloodshed, Immediately up- 
on receiving the report from Ser- 
geant Kistruck, Inspector O’Sullivan 
organized plans for the arrest of the 
suspects. At one o’clock this morn- 
ing a strong posse consisting of 15 
men, comprising a detachment of 
soldierg from the local battalion with 
provincial police officers, were dis- 
patched in. automobiles to the scene 
of the murder. It wags necessary to 
get them to the district while it was 
still dark because of the elaborate 
system of defences and _  lookouts 
which the criminals possess. They 
are splendidly armed with rifles, re- 
volvers and ammunition, and it is 
pretty certain that they will defend 
themselvés against the officers. 


Prince Albert, Sask. Nov. 20.— 
When night closed in on the scene 
of today’s exciting man hunt for the 
desperadoes who murdered James 
McKay at Steep Creek last Friday 
afternoon, a stocktaking of the ev- 
ents showed that Dr. Joseph Jervais 
the leader of the gang; wag under ar- 
rest; Charles Horsley, one of the 
soldiers’ posse, had been killed, and 
two of the desperadoes were still 
uncaptured. It ig believed that they 
are still in one ofthe dug-outs or 
tunnels with which the embankment 
of the river at the Jervais farm is 
pitted. 

When Charles Horsley was shot, 
while lifting the trapdoor which 
covered the bandits’ dug-out, both

MASONIC EFFORTS 


-It is. characteristic of the - ‘kaiser 

that.:he recently. called together in 
4) Berlin. a conference of the © Grand 
Masters of the: Freemason lodges of 
Germany, Austria, Turkey, Bulgaria, 
and Finlaud, in the effort to get them 
to pull. wires throughout the ancient 
and universal brotherhood of. which 
they are a part, in the interests of 
German peace terms, The kaiser is 
not a mason himself, and he not only 
shows an utter ignorance of Masonic 
principles and usages the world over, 
but he also makes -the bad matters 
of his‘ cause still worse by even ae- 
tempting: such a ‘drive. 

Masons of the countries indicated 
would, of course, be willing to do 
their utmost for the cause of Ger- 
many. Masonic obligations in those 
countries, as elsewhere, do not stand 
in the way of a man’s loyal devotion 
to his flag or prevent him from’ fol- 
lowing the dictates of his conscience 
But it so happens that the Masons of 
Germany are put much in the posi- 
tion of the Rhine: cities that begin to 
cry ‘“‘Kamerad! Kamerad!’ when the 
the bombs begin to fall. Earlier in 
the war the Masons of Belgium ap- 
pealed to those of Germany for com- 
mon action with a view to a more 
humane conduct of the war. The 
reply was that no such action was 
necessary since Germans were incap- 
able of anything but humane war- 
fare! Later, the Masons of England 
and France made a similar appeal in 
relation of better treatment of pris- 
oners of war. The German Grand 
Master wrote back, “No, prisoners 
are enemies, and Masonry in Ger- 
many means nothing in time of war.” 
The correspondence in both cases 
became. public. 

Now, with Germany hard pressed, 
it is a different story, and German 
Masonic leaders, at the behest of the 
kaiser, would like to talk things over 
in a fraternal way with the members 
of the Order in other lands. Nothing 
will come of the Berlin conference. 
Whatever is true of continental Eur- 
ope, it is true that Masonry in the 
United States and the Britfsh 'Em- 
pire, its chief strongholds, holds it- 
self absolutely aloof from political 
activity of any sort, local, national, 
or international. And that remains 
strictly true in spite of what the 
histories say of the part of masonry 
in the time of the revolution or of 
the rise and fall of an anti-Masonic 
political party nearly a century ago. 
The Masong of Germany numbercd 
in 1915, only 63,000—or about the 
membership of the lodges in Massa- 
chusetts, and those in the other four 
countries mentioned are -not more 
than 15,000.

This wag the first time since the 
United States entered the war that 
any ceremonial punctilio has been ob- 
served. King George was_ touched 
by the sight of his standard snapping 
in the breeze above the Starg and 
Stripes, and expressed his apprecia- 
tion. King George, the Prince of 
Wales, Admiral Beatty, and oth 
members of the visiting party were 
received by Admirals Rodman and 
Sims, and other officers of the fleet. 

JOINT MANOEUVRES. 

During hig call, King George voiced 
the brotherly feelings of the two 
navies, with the suggestion that ar- 
rangements might. well be made for 
joint manoeuvres every year by the 
American and British fleets. His 
proposal was quickly seconded by 
the American officers. 

As the King entered the royal 
barge, the order came from the offi- 
cers on the bridge to the sailors and 
marineg in three cheerg for the King 
of England.

LLOYD GECRGE AND 
BONAR LAW ISSUE 
CAMIPAIGN APPEAL 


LONG ELECTION ADDRESS MADE 
BY LEADERS OF BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT. 


London, Nov. 21.—David Lloyd 
George and Andrew Bonar Law have 
isued a long election address to the 
country. For the most part, it fol- 
lows the lines of speeches made re 
cently by the two political leaders 
in outlining preparations for prefer- 
ence to the colonies. It says, how: 
ever, that until the country has re- 
turned to normal industrial condi- 
tions it would be premature to pre- 
scribe a fiscal policy intended for 
permanence. 

“We must endeavor” the address 
says, “to reduce the war debt in 
such a manner as to inflict te least 
injury to industry and credit. The 
military institutions of the country 
must necessarily be dependent upon 
the needs of the empire, its prospec- 
tive requirements and the necessities 
of the league for the preservation of 
peace. 

“It will be the duty of the new gov- 
ernment to remove all existing in- 
equalities of law between men and 
women, and create a second chamber 
based upon direct contact with the 
people. Therg can be no_ political 
peace in the kingdom or empire while 
the Irish question remains unsettled. 
Therefore, all practical paths toward 
a settlement must be explored. There 
are two paths, however, which are 
closed, namely, one leading to the 
complete severance of Ireland from 
the empire, and thé other the forci- 
ble subjection of the six Ulster coun- 
ties to a home ruleparliament against 
their will.”

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THE POWER OF ADVERTISING 


The outstanding results that inev- 
‘itably accompany a well directed ad- 
vertising campaign were never bet- 
ter exemplified than during the re- 
cent Victory Loan drive. Comment- 
ing on this the Vancouver World 
very truthfully says that the success 
of the Victory Loan campaign 
throughout the proviice must stand 
forever ag a proof of what good or- 
ganization and zealous salesmanship 
can do. It is in no way derogatory 
of these if we say that it was pre- 
eminently a proof of the power of 
newspaper advertising and publicity. 

Every other means of publicity was 
practically paralyzed, Public meet- 
ings were prohibited, parades were 
all discouraged. The pulpits were 
cancelled, even openair gatherings 
unoccupied. Dinners and club gath- 
erings were impossible. All the or- 
dinary methous, outside of  news- 
papers, of informing the public mind 
and of generating enthusiasm were 
barred. On top of these was the 
depression due to the epidemic, and 
most fatal of all in the final days of 
the campaign, the news of peace. 

Each succeeding difficulty was met 
continues the World, by the press of 
the province with a bigger blast of 
printer’s ink. The work of the 
editors was rendered peculiarly diffi- 
cult by the simultaneous order from 
the Government to reduce the con- 
sumption of white paper. Every 
extra column therefore had to be de- 
ducted from a reduced space _ for 
news. Publicity committees, realiz- 
ing the situation, used generous 
paid copy, the merchants backed 
them up. But the free reading mat- 
ter donated by the press—editorial 
and news—was three timeg as great 
as in the last loan and has probably 
never been. equalled before in this 
Province, not even in a political cam- 
paign. 

If any papers are worthy of spe- 
cial mention it is the weekly ones, 
whose staffs in many instances were 
reduced by the influenza, and who 
gave without stint often where they 
could ill afford to do so. 

The campaign proved two things, 
says the World: It proved the unsel- 
fishness and patriotism of the edi- 
tors, and it demonstrated beyond 
question that there is no combina. 
tion of adverse circumstances which 
can defeat any worthy campaign be- 
hind which ig ranged intelligent and 
adequate advertising. 


NO SENTIMENTALISM. 


In discussing the punishment that 
the world demands shall be inflicted 
on the ex-kaiser, the Winnipeg Tele- 
gram says: 

“In the treatment to be adminis- 
tered to that arch-criminal of all 
time, William Hohenzollern, there 
must be no sentimentalism. 

“The man is an assassin of monu- 
mental type. He must be tried, fair- 
ly and dispassionately, and punished 
as adequately ag the laws of civiliz- 
ation. will permit Unfortunately the 
laws of civilization will permit of 
nothing more severe than sudden, 
painless death. Pitiably inadequate 
—but all that we may inflict. 

“Ten thousand deaths would’ be 
too weak, too »oor for our revenge. 
But we seek not revenge. We seek 
justice—and woe betide the shelter- 
ing state of the scheming politician 
that will reveal the courage to thwart 
the course of justice! 

“Every crime of this awful war is 
traceable to thig man—its instigator. 
The blood of millions cries from the 
rotting battle-fields of more than 
half the world for vengeance. 

“We dare not seek vengeance, but 
we must inflict puaishment—we 


must administer complete justice. 

“It is doubtful if the ex-Kaiser 
could lawfully be executed for even 
the unlawful actg of war for which 
he is morally responsible—but for 
the murder of Edith Carvell and Cap- 
tain Fryatt he can and must be con- 
victed and punished. 

“Let it not be thought for one mo- 
ment that no effort will be made to 
.ave thig scoundrel from a just fate. 
Quite the contrary is a certainty. 

“The sentimentalists may fully be 
»xpected to whine to the effect that 
we should be satisfied with driving 
the assassin from his throne and 
crushing his nation by force of arms. 
These will rally to the support of 
“the divine right of kings’ type of 
ruling-class politicians and make a 
mighty obstacle in the path of jus- 
tice. 

“Let all who have suffered rally, 
let all who have lost dear ones rally, 
let all who have resolute hearts, firm 
mindg and healthy souls rally in a 
demand that just punishment must 
and shall be inflicted. 

“Should this demand prevail—and 
the cause of democracy is lost if it 
should not prevail—then is the fate 
of this world’s worst hell-hound 
sealed. 
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CANADIANS TO CLAIM FROM 
THE HUNS. 


The Government has directed the 
preparation of a list of claims by 
Canadians arising out of the illegal 
methods of warfare by the enemies 
during the war. These claims arise 
through the torpedoing of ships with- 
out warning, the aerial bombing of 
unfortified places, and commandeer- 
ing or reuisitioning without com- 
pousction, dectruction and similar 
illegal acts on land. The Canadian 
claimg are largely limited to the first 
class mentioned. The claims relate 
to loss of life, as well as of property. 
A further list is also to be made 
covering claims for damages arising 
out of breaches of contracts with 
neutrals which were declared illegal 
because of the neutrals making the 
claims being on the Statutory List 
of persong in neutral countries, com- 
monly called the Black List. All 
persons having claims indicated 
should file them without delay. The 
making of this list does not imply an 
undertaking on the part of the gov- 
ernment to put forward the claims 
at the Peace Conference, or any as- 
surance that if put forward they will 
be paid. But the list should be com- 
pleted without delay so as to enable 
the government to make a demand if 
an occasion therefor should arise. 
Instructions, showing the method of 
filing claims and the proof to be for- 
warded, may be obtained from Thom- 
ag Mulvey, Under Secretary of State, 
the officer appointed by the order in 
Council to prepare, examine and re- 
port upon claims. 


NEW NOVEL BY “THE POET OF 
THE PRAIRIES. 


Whether Robert J. Stead, whose 
western pnems some years ago won 
him the sobriquet, ‘the Poet of the 
Prairies,” iz more particularly a poet 
or a novelist 1s a point which literary 
people nave not yet seti'ed. In this 
respect he is, perhupy, uniyue amung 
Canadian wrilers. Aten his nov 1, 
“The Homesteaécrs.” appeared two 
years ago, people said that he was 
after all, a noveli:t, and the Canadian 
market has been sold out of “The 
Homessc1. »” ever sinew “Wh sit- 
uation vas met this summer Ly the 
publishess setting up and printing a 
large edition in Cenada—the  previ- 
oug edicisa; had bee. primed in 
Engla1. 

Then came Stead’s latest collec- 
tion of verse, “Kitchener and Other 
Poems,” which immediately became 
a best seller, and has been in demand 
ever since. It was this collection 
which prompted a Scotch reviewer 
to say in the Aberdeen Free Press, 
“Robert J. C. Stead, of Calgary, is 
the only singer of any decided merit 
which the Canadian West has yet 
produced, but Stead is a host in him- 
self.” And the London Daily Express 
said, “Canada has done great deeds 
on the battlefield. The poems of 
Robert J. C. Stead entitle her to 
claim some of the finest poetry the 
war has produced. There is a 
strength, a _ beauty, & restrained 
passion in his war verses such ag 
very few of our war poets have ex- 
hibited,” High praise this, from such 
a source. Stead is surely a poet. 

And now comes his new _ novel, 
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“The Cow Puncher,” (Toronto, _ the 
Musson Book Co.,:-Ltd., cloth $1.50), 
and threatens to force another -re- 
vision of opinion. Advance sales al- 
ready place "The ‘Cow . Puncher” 
among the big novels of the year, 
and’ Dr. W. T. Allison, professor of 
English and. well-known : litterateur, 
who read the book in manuscript, de- 
clareg it is “the greatest thing in a 
literary way that ever came out of 
the prairie country.” It is the story 
of a young rancher’ who, although 
denied all cultural advantages in his 
youth, was nevertheless‘able to make 
good in the supreme tests of life and 
death. It is a story to read and re- 
read. There is not a dull paragraph 
in it. It igs more than a novel; it is 
an epoch in Canadian literature. 

And perhaps it is precisely because 
Robert Stead is so much a poet that 
he is able to catch and express the 
peculiar charm of the open air and 
te wide spaces, of wood smoke and 
prairie shadows and great mountains 
afar, and big men and women not too 
cramped by conventions, that he is 
able to write such novels as “The 
Cow Puncher.”

From all advices received from 
Belgium it is clear that the condi- 
tion of the people is still very serious 
and that relief work, especially the 
provision of food and clothing, is a 
matter that must receive immediate 
attention.

The battles and’. operations, ~ or 
“shows" as-we call them, which 
made the enemy. retreat, have. only 
too .well.. been’ described by, our war 
correspondents, but: I wish ‘to de- 
scribe the aftermath—as it were—to 
the best ability of a: humble “Tommy” 
wearing the King’s. uniform. 

Our unit was resting quietly in 
one.of the war battered .cities of 
France not far from the battle line, 
yet out of harm's way of the enemy 
long range guns, when one Sunday, 
just after church parade, an urgent 
message came in to be prepared to 
move in two hour's. notice. Now, 
the moving of a unit is not a simple 
matter, and it was‘a'rush to get din- 
ner, rations for the balance of the 
day, arrange your marching’ equip- 
ment, and do all the odds and ends 
necessary ‘to clearing billets, which 
all take time. But at the appointed 
hour we were away and marched pro- 
bably one and a_ half miles, where 
we were joined by other units with 
whom we were brigaded, and where 
we found a geemingly endless line 
of motor lorries ready to transport 
us to our destination, or at least 
part of the way. We soon had them 
loaded to capacity and any returned 
veteran can tell you what that means 
and how comfortably (?) we were 
able to sit or stand. Our journey 
was down one of the historic cob- 
bled roads of France connecting two 
famous places for a distance of some 
miles, when we were dumped out 
near a small village in which we se- 
cured accommodation for the night. 
Our billets were old disused stables 
and the hard floors, our mattresses, 
and our greatcoats and rubber sheets 
our blankets, and yet we managed to 
sleep comfortably. It is wonderful 
how much hardship you can put. up 
with when you know + com- 
forts are utterly unobtainable. Ear- 
ly the following morning we “fell 
in” ready to proceed further, but or- 
ders held us up tiii towards noon, 
when we started on our march to re- 
lieve a much battered Imperial unit 
who had long been in the thick of 
the fighting, and whose ranks were 
naturally depleted considerably and 
the remainder nearly worn out with 
fatigue. Our front was along one 
embankment of a canal, while Heinie 
was holding the other side and dur- 
ing the hours of darkness the posts 
and patrols were only separated by 
30 or 40 yards. After holding this 
ground for a few days, during which 
both gideg suffered from artillery fire 
and gas shells, a, whisper came 
through that an attempt was to be 
made to force the passage of the 
canal as the enemy were preparing 
to or were evacuating this territory. 
During the late afternoon onr (oin- 
pany Commander with a small patrol 
successfully bridged an opening in a 
broken bridge with telephone poles 
and doorg and soon we began to 
dribble across until the whole unit 
and those on either flank began a 
simultaneous crossing and a move 
forward. Too much credit and praise 
cannot be given to those who took 
the necessary chances of _ bridging 
the canal and also to those patrols 
who preceded us into the enemy land, 
but all went well, as he had evacu- 
ated a few hourg previous, but the 
difficulty was to know how, far he 
had gone. This latter patrol work 
was all done in the hours of dark- 
ness, and nothing could prevent them 
walking into an enemy ambush. The 
Hung used every: available means to 
block his trail, such as blowing up 
bridges, mining the roads, railroads, 
and the placing of wire in our path, 
necessitating a slow and careful ad- 
vance, but we went on and on, and 
by morning had arrived at a village 
pretty well destroyed by shell fire. 
After only a few hours rest and for 
breakfast, which we had carried with 
us, On we went again, until after a 
few kilometers advance we ran into 
machine gun fire, which told us we 
had overtaken the enemy rearguard. 
Then began the duel between our 
machine gung and his, and by keep- 
ing on his trail we gradually worked 
him back, advancing slowly all the 
time, passing through several small 
villages from which he had evident- 
ly made a hasty withdrawal, as un- 
clean dishes were on the table and 
drawers were all pulled out and the 
furniture strewn everywhere, but 
otherwise things were not damaged 
too badly, although nothing of a 
brass or copper nature was left. 
These had been requisitioned months 
ago. Early in the afternoon we came 
to a farm house, where we found 
our first civilians, consisting of three 
ladies and five children, and the re- 
ception we got is difficult to relate. 
Happiness shone out over their faces 
while tears of joy streamed down 
their cheeks and nothing was_ too 
much for them to do, by way of 
supplying coffee to those who were 
fortunate enough to be near them, 
and other kindnesses. The fatigue 
of the past few days, during which 
time we had very little rest and con- 
siderable marching with heavy loads 
and under a heavy nervous strain, 
seemed to pass away as if by magic 
when we saw the contentment we 
brought to these few prisoner civil- 
jans. From this point on especially 
when, passing through villages, our 
advance was like the return of a tri- 
umphant army. We were the first 
troops in a fairly large village (ex- 
cepting the advancing patrols) ar- 
riving there just as darkness was 
closing in and the cheering of the in- 
habitants made our loads light and_| 
our feet springy, and the lads march- 
ed in whistling and singing and pas- 
sing greetings with the civilians. 
Coffe, coffee seemed to be_the call on 
every side, and I know “6f at least 
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even one* franc, although her. pretty 
little daughter fared well by way of 
souvenirs from the boys. We here 
ran into one of the beastial ‘acts of 
the Hun. He had left but “a few 
hours before we entered, but prior to 
leaving,; two of the drunken swine 
stoned to death an old’ woman of 
over 70 years of age for ‘no reason 
whatever. Tales of cruelty § are 
numerous, but I will leave that to 
those better qualified to relate. 
Early the following morning began 
a march I will never forget. It took 


‘us through a fairly large -city that 


had been in enemy occupation for 
over four years, and not only were 
there the civilians who belonged 
there rightly, but considerable num- 
bers of refugees from other parts 
from which they had been driven by 
the Huns. The people, mostly young 
children and old men and women, 
lined both sides of the street, which 
had been decorated with the tricolor 
of. France produced from some hid- 
den recesses, and ag we went along, 
happy were their faces and loud 
their cheering and waving of small 
French flags which had been dropped 
to them by an Allied aeroplane. Ev- 
ery one of us had at least one flag 
stuck around his person, and we 
marched along just as if we were on 
a king’s inspection and were fully 
rested for the occasion, instead of 
war fatigued troops. Personally I 
would not have exchanged my posi- 
tion in those ranks for a review by 
any other living human, but there 
were two men I really envied. They 
were Colonel Lionel Page, who-rode 
at the head of our unit and Captain 
Arthur Slade (son of Joseph Slade, 
formerly of Red Deer) who ag Com- 
pany Commander rode at the head 
of our Company. These two, both 
formerly of Red Deer,must have been 
proud to have had the place of hon- 
or which wag rightfully theirs. After 
a few days strenuous following up, 
we are now having a short rest in 
the same city, the battalion having 
good quarters in a large barracks, 
while a few of us are fortunate in 
being billeted out with some French 
families where soft beds and clean 
linen are more than appreciated. 
Every home is open to us, and on 
walking down the street you are met 
on every hand by calls of “coffee, cof- 
fee, monsieur.” 

The people here have been kept 
alive by the Americans, who supplied 
them with the necessaries of. life 
through their Relief Commission, 
but the bread, sugar, etc., was nearly 
all taken by the Germans, and their 
own poor rations substituted for it, 
so that the civiliang have only led an 
existing life for over four years, with 
no news from the outside world ex- 
cept that furnished by the Huns, 
which usually was false. 

It is really amusing to listen to the 
boys trying to make themselves un- 
derstood by the population, but it is 
really wonderful, too, how we get 
along together. I am stopping with 
an aged French couple, and she is 
like a grandmother to me, and she 
strives very hard to make me under- 
stand what she says, and I am find- 
ing it easier every day to ‘‘compre.” 

This may be a rather wandering 
letter, but have striven to give you 
at least a hazy idea of conditions 
here, and {if you think the information 
will be of interest to your readers 
you are at liberty to use it, cutting 
out any personal stuff and correcting 
where necessary. 

Colonel Page has just been -grant- 
ed a second bar to his D.8.0., which 
is an exceptional honor, and one 
which is not held but by few in the 
British army, and I doubt if there 
are as many with this triple decors- 
tion as there are V.C.s. 

There are a number of Red Deer 
boys still with the unit, including 
Teddie Meeres, Frost (a son of Mr. 
Frost, war prisoner in Germany), 
Paul Eggen, Whitlaw Ross (of Pine 
Lake), Johnny Bennett, Springbett, 
and others, and all appear to be 
making good. 7

LEGISLATION 10 
CONFRONT HOUSE 


PROBABLE THAT CANADIAN PAR- 
LIAMENT WILL BE SUMMONED 
FOR JANUARY 


Ottawa, Nov. 20.— Preliminary 
steps have been taken for the call- 
‘ing of parliament. To all public de- 
partments instructions have been 
sent forth that estimates are to be 
prepared at once. It is not thought, 
however, that members will actually 
be summoned to Ottawa before Jan- 
uary, although decision on this point 
has not yet been reached by the gov- 
ernment. 

Probably, too, the Prime Minister 
will be unable to be present at any 
rate for the early part of the session. 
When he left for London, it was un- 
derstood that peace deliberations 
with the Imperial government, in ad- 
dition to the actual peace conference 
itself, would probably occupy some 
Cousiderable time, and it was con- 
sidered essential that Sir Robert and 
his colleagues who accompanied him 
should be present to represent Can- 
adian interests. 

A mass of legislation will be nec- 
essary. The finding of the special 
committee of legal authority. in Eng- 
land that orders-in-council passed un- 
der the Defence of the Realm Act 
cannot extend beyond the declara- 
tion of peace raises the same ques- 
tion in regard to numerous orders-in- 
council passed under the authority 
of the War Measures Act. Validating 
legislation will, it is expected, be in- 
troduced in regard to prohibition. 
There is further the question of the 
various authorities created under the 
War Measures Act, such, for in- 
stance, as the Canada Food Board. 

In view of the world food shortage 
it will no doubt be deemed necessary 
to continue some of the restrictions 
on food consumption. The sugges- 
tion is also made that some attempt 
may be made to continue control of 
“spread.”

PLAN DEMOBILIZATION OF CAN- 
ADIAN NAVY. 


Ottawa, Nov. 20.—The naval ser- 
»vice department is making errange- 
ments for gradual demobilization of 
the Canadian naval jiorces. There 
are some four thousand men in the 
Canadian navy, largely in patrol 
boats in the Atlantic and Pacific. 
The force will be gradually  dis- 
charged at Halifax and Esquimalt. 
Like the soldiers, they will get three 
months’ pay with their discharge pa- 
pers. No trouble is anticipated in 
the absorption into civil life of these 
In addition to the men in the 
Canadian navy there are several 
thousand men serving under the Can- 
adian rate of pay in the British navy. 
These men will be discharged when 
the British navy reduces its forces. 
Ther2 aro som> 150 patrol ship: of 
all kinds under the Canadian naval 
Most of these ooas are 
either borrowed or commandeered 
and will return to their original 
owners. With winter coming. on, 
however, it may be necessary for the 
government to retain these ships un- 
til the spring. Most of the ratrol 
boats built for Canada can be used 
in fishing patrol work.

TWO OF LARGEST BOATS ON

Ottawa, Nov.-.20.—Ten thousand 
soldiers of the Canadian~ Expedition: 
ary force overseas will- sail for Can- 
ada before the end of this month, 
according. to. an’ announcement: made 
by the department of militia and’ de- 
fence today. Present. indications are 
that approximately/ 5,000 will sail on 
the Acquitania. about Nov. 20, and 
5,000 on the Olympic a few days 
later. z fe 

Thus two of the largest boats on 
the ocean are to be used to bring the 
first detachment of Candian soldiers 
home. These troops ,are .being dis- 
patched to Canada in advance of 
general demobilization and therefore 
are not within tbe classes ‘described 
fn the general policy respecting de- 
mobilization, which has been pub- 
lished in the ‘press nor will they be 


therein outlined. They will be han- 
dled through military districts in 
the same way as troops which have 
been returned to Canada previously, 
and not through the dispersal areas 
which have been constituted to deal 
with the army as a whole. 

The Allied command has not yet 
decided to release experienced fit 
soldiers who now form a part of the 
fighting forces. Those now being 
returned comprise low category men 
not likely to become immediately fit, 
men of the ganernl reserve in Fing- 
land and some

recently that they have not yet been 


absorbed into units, such as recent 
untrained infantry drafts and tank 
corps reinforcements.

THOUSAND PRISCNERS 


AWFUL TALE OF BRUTALITY TO 
BRITISH DISCLOSED BY 
RECORDS. 


London, Nov. 20.—A “White paper” 
on the treatmenet of British prison- 
ers in Turkey, issued _ today,- says 
that’ of 16,583 prisoners taken by the 
Turks, 3,290 are reported to be dead, 
while no trace can be found of 2,222 
others, it is believed they have per- 
ished. 

These latter prisoners were all 
captured at Kut-El-Amara, so it is 
certain they passed living into Tur- 
kish hands, but no word has_ been 
heard from them. The Kut-El-Am-. 
ara prisoners were forced to march 
across the desert to Asia Minor with- 
out food or medical attention. 

As a_ result, the “White paper” 
says, “parties of men were lying ex- 
hausted under what shelter’ they 
could find, in all stages cf dysentry 
and starvation, some dying, some 
dead, half-clothed and without boots, 
having sold everything to buy a little 
milk.” 


BULGARS PRACTISED SLAVERY 


London, Nov. 21.—The Times cor- 
respondent in Sofia says that there 


[is no shadow of a doubt that slavery 


of the worst type known in history, 
ancient and modern, has been prac- 
tised on a large scale in Bulgaria 
during the war. The whip was free- 
ly used to stimulate the flagging 
strength of prisoners, and when they 
sickened there was not medical aid 
to resture them. 

Thousands thus_ perished miser- 
ably. Out of 100,000 Serbs interned 
in Bulgaria only 53,000 survived.

_ Ottawa, Nov, 22.—As a result ‘of

When the conference opened the 
government made its proposals for 
the handing over’ of -the public do- 
main. They proposed to turn over 
all lands and minerals, reserving only. 
certain coal and oil areas to be used 
for, the public owned railways, The 
water power rights, it was suggester 
should be retained by the Dominion 
as it was felt that they should be 
developed as a national asset, and 
the government was preparing to 
launch upon such a policy. It was 
also Proposed that the parks and the 
forest reserves should remain with 
the Dominion. It was felt that the 
cost of administration was large and 
the revenue small, and the province- 
es would not be in a position to fin- 
ance their administration. j 


PROPOSALS: AGREED TO. 


All of these proposals were agreed 
to by the western cabinet ministers, 
The government then pointed out 
that they desired this to be a final 
ettlement of the whole question, 
and did not want the problem to be 
left in such a position that it might 
be opened. later. They urged, there- 
fore, that the provinces should come 
to'an agreement on any terms of 
transfer. If there was no agreement 
then the dissatisfied province could 
re-open the whole. question: 

The western ‘provinces first asked 
that in addition to their being hand- 
ed over the -public domain they 
should be allowed to retain the pre- 
sent annual subsidy which was voted 
them in lieu of their lands. The 
conference was asked if this was 
satisfactory. The eastern provinces 
at once objected. and a_ separate 
meeting of all the provincial repre- 
sentatives Was -held. The meeting 
failed absolutely to agree and _ the 
eastern provinces presented a pro- 
posal that if the western , provinces 
were given a subsidy in’ lieu of 
lands they should be paid a similar 
subsidy based on population. This 
would have amounted to from five to 
seven million dollars, but. they did 
not complete the proposals. 


ADDITION DEMANDS. 


The western provinces then coun- 
‘ered with aduitional demands. By 
suis time the three western provinces 
and the eastern provinces along with 
British Columbia were so far apart 
that it was agreed to disagree, and 
the question wus dropped; and the 
memorials and various proposals left 
in the hands of the government. With 
such enormous demands, and with an 
utter failure of ahy agreement the 
only outcome must be that the Do- 
minion will continue to own and’ ad- 
minister the western domain until 
the demands for additional subsidies 
can be either modified or agreed up- 
on. The land settlement policy of 
the Dominion which provides for co- 
operation in expropriation and settle- 
ment of wild lands held by corpora- 
tions and speculators wag _ heartily 
approved at the conference, and it 
is likely every province will intro- 
duéea necessary legislation to carry 
into effect the proposals this coming 


year. : 


SETTLEMENT PLAN APPROVED 


The” soldier settlement proposals 
were also approved in a general way, 
although some suggestions were 
made. The conference yesterday dis- 
cussed ‘the. question of aid for tech- 
nical education. Education is de- 
fined. by the British North America 
Act as a provincial matter, and there 
has been objection in the past from 
some of the provinces to the federal 
government launching of its tecfni- 
cal education policy. The provinces 
made it clear that they did not pro- 
pose to give up their rights, but no 
objection was raised to federal aid to 
provincial institutions. Such a_pol- 
icy will likely be adopted this com- 
ing session. . 

The provinceg will also as a result 
of yesterday's discussion be willing 
to co-operate with the Dominion in a 
policy for the construction. of high- 
ways. A bill for this purpose was 
twice introduced by Hon. Frank Coch- 
rane, only to be rejected by the Sen- 
ate. Legislation will likely be again 
introduced. 


CONFERENCE CLOSES. 


Ottawa, Nov. 22.—The inter-prov- 
incial conference which opened on 
Tuesday morning was concluded at 
one o’clock today. It was announced 
that no formal resolutions were ad- 
covering the deliberations of the Do- 
opted, and that a general statement 
minion and provincial ministerg prob- 
ably would be given out later. 

This morning's sitting was devoted 
to a general discussion of the ques- 
tion of technical education and a 
scheme for constructif? of highways.

STARTED WAR WITH PERMAN- 
ENT FORCE OF 3,000 MEN, 
YET SENT 418980 FORTH

MOCRACY. 


FIFTY THOUSAND KILLED. 


_ Ottawa, Nov. 21L—The following 
‘statement showing what has been ac- 
complished from a military point of 
view. by the Dominion since the he: 
ginning of the war, was issued today 
by the militia department. 

When Canada entered the war ‘on 
August 4, 1914, she had a permanent 
force of only 3,000 men and an act- 
ive militig of 60,000. When ‘hostilities 
ceased on November 11, 1918, Canada 
had sent overseas, 418,980 soldiers. 
At first Canada supplied a division. 
This wag increased until in 1916 she 
‘had in France an army corps of four 
divisions, a cavalry brigade, and 
numerous other services, such as line 
of communication troops, railway 
troops and forestry corps. On Sep- 
tember 30, 1918, the Canadian troops 
in ‘France numbered 156,250. The 
cavalry brigade included a strong 
draft furnished by the Royal North 
West: Mounted Police. 

The' Canadians engaged in the unit- 
ed kingdom and France in operating 
railway lines and in cutting down 
forests and milling the timber num- 
ber about 50,000. 7 

Of the royal air forces some 14, 
000 or 15,000 -were raised and train- 
ed in Canada; ‘in addition many join- 
ed the R.A:F. after going overseas in 
the Canadian expeditionary Force. 

On October 31, 1918, the casualties 
numbered over 211,000. There have 
been ‘over fifty thousand deaths, 
152,000 have been wounded and when 
hostilities ceased the prisoners of 
war numbered 2,800. _

The unrest..and anarchy obtaining 
in Russia and Germany today’ give 
startling. proof of the fact that pert 
ods of : transition: are always occa- 
siong of great danger. . 

In the crash, of: falling systems, 
are injured; between tha 
break-up of old civilizations and the 
establishment,-of new, many find 
themselves stranded—“between two 
worlds, one dead, the other powerless 
to be born.” Faith is dimmed, activ- 
ity is paralyzed, and the imagination 
of man is frenzied and insane. It 
takes time to- see the events of life 
in their true. perspective, and to en- 
dure unto the end will require in- 
finite patience and. courage. 

The epistle to the Hebrews was 
written by one who was thoroughly 
familiar with the spirit and ritual of 
the ancient faith and appreciated’ the 
contribution -which. the old-time re- 
ligion has made to human progress. 
He was also in perfect sympathy 
with the trend of thought which 
marked the age in which he lived, 
finding in the Person of Christ, in the 
religion of Jesus the fulfilment and 
not the destruction of past ideals. 
He wag not afraid to face the future 
with God. His faith was construc- 
tive. 

In many respects his age resembles 
our own. ‘The creeds of the past 
had been called in question, many 
forms of worship had lost their value 
as expressions of the life of the_peo- 
ple, many people’had lost interest in 
the Church and. ceased to attend its 
services. Where there was not act- 
ive hostility in many cases there was 
the deadening influence of religious 
indifference, 

Some months ago Irwin S. Cobb 
contributed an interesting article to 
the Saturday Post entitled “The 
Thunders of Silence,” in which he 
showed that a strong political leader 
was ruined completely by being ig- 
nored by the . public press. The 
Church has less to fear from active 
opposition that it has Prot careless 
neglect. 

After the stress and atvain of the 
past four years, it would be very 
natural. that the dawn of peace 
should bring to many a desire to 
relax and to enjoy the rewards of vic- 
tory. Only a very clear perception 
of the work that remains to be done 
will keep the spirit of sacrifice as 
a strong factor in our lives. The 
hour of testing has gtruck for the 
Church in Canada. We are not at 
the end, but at the beginning of our 
conflict, and it is of vital import that 
every member of the Church, and all 
who are interested in its work should 
realize this fact. 

The absence of so many of those 
who had been in the habit of church 
attendance, under conditions which 
are almost completely at variance 
with normal church life, .the. diver- 
sion of the energies of those who re- 
mained into channels. which gave ex- 
pression to the benevolent feelings 
inspired by human _ suffering, alto- 
gether abnormal, has deeply affected 
the life of the Church itself. The 
interest of the war has been so ab- 
sorbing, its demands so imperative, 
that to hundreds of the Church's 
leaders the claims of military service 
were more pressing than the regu- 
lar work of the Christian ministry 
and the ordinary service of the Chris- 
tian church. 

Will the activities of the Church 
as at present organized make a sufil- 
ciently stirring appeal to enlist the 
whole hearted consecration of the 
entire community? Shall we be able 
to mobilize the resources of the 
nation‘in an aggressive campaign to 
further the interests of the Demo- 
cracy of God? 

The war taught the national lead- 
ers some lessons of which workers 
in the church may well take note. 
Nineteenth century ideas of warfare 
were utterly inadequate in the crisis 
through which we have just passed. 
The material and personal resources 
of the nation had to be organized 
on a scale hitherto undreamed of, 
and new leaders had to be found to 
direct the plan of campaign. Every 
method of warfare employed in the 
past was utilized in the struggle, and 
the inventive genius of mankind was 
taxed to devise more efftcient weap- 
ons. Finally the war was not won 
until the allied forces were perfectly 
co-ordinated under unified leader- 
ship and Victory was achieved when

The scope of the Church's direct|, 


ministry, in the community must be 
enlarged to meet the need of those 
whose intellectual’ and spiritual life 
has been quickened in the conflict 
just ending. Our methods must be 
adapted to meet the many-sided in- 
terestgs of mankind rther than to up- 
hold the forms which tradition holds 
dear. The Church must go mura 
than half-way to remove the hostility 
of those who have been alienated 
from organized religion. Along with 
these changeg in the organization of 
the Church a new sense of reality 
must pervade the Prayer life of the 
Church; a deeper spirit of consecra- 
tion must give unfailing energy in 
all our varied activities. We must 
make “new discoveries of the re- 
sources and guidance of God.” 

These changes _ will powerfully 
affect the life of every member of the 
Church. It is essential that the min- 
isters of the Church should be freed 
from the sin of professionalism wher- 
ever it exists. Priesthood and ec- 
clesiastical autocracy must: be trans- 
formed into real religious leadership. 
The standard of the ministry must be 
raised, so that the criticism directed 
ee these men should be silenc- 
ed. , 

A new sense of responsibility must 
be awakened in the manhood of tho 
Church. The average layman is ap- 
pallingly ignorant concerning tho 
historic development of the Church, 
and takes too little interest in what 
the Church is doing for the regener- 
ation of society and the evangeliza- 
tion of the world. It may be that this 
{s due to the fact that in the average 
sermon there is more exhortation 
than of information. Whatever may 
be the cause and whoever is to 
blame for our present condition, the 
remedy lies in an aggressive, con- 
certed effort to study together the 
problems which confront the Church 
at home and abroad, and to devise 
effective measures to solve these 
problems. The slacker ig a greater 
menacg to the Church than he has 
been to the nation. Let us honestly 
face the question of the Church's 
claim upon us. If organized religion 
is not in the interest of mankind, let 
us relegate the Church to the scrap- 
heap, but if the interests of each and 
all are concerned by the recognition 
of each other’s needs and privilezes, 
“let us consider one another to pro- 
voke unto love and good _ works.” 
We cannot save our souls by standing 
aloof from the movements which vi- 
tally affect human progress. In the 
words of J. Lovell Murray, “You 
can tell how much a man prizes his 
religion by his zeal to communicate 
it. Vital Cristianity demands its 
propagation.” 


“QO God of Peace, who through Thy 
Son, Jesus Christ, didst set forth one 
faith for the salvation of mankind, 
send Thy grace and heavenly bles- 
sing upon all Christian people who 
are striving to draw near to Thee, 
and to each other, in the unity of 
spirit and in the bond of peace. Give 
us penitence for our divisions, wis- 
dom to know Thy truth, courage to 
do Thy.will, love which shall break 
down the barriers. of pride and pre- 
judice, and an unswerving loyalty to 
Thy Holy Name.
